territory now occupied in France and 
Russia until the hill is paid.

That the western 
trend 
toward 
women’s suffrage is not shared by 
the eastern states is not the least im­ 
portant lesson of Tuesday's elections. 
However, in contemplating the de­ 
cisive fact that Pennsylvania defeat­ 
ed suffrage 
by 
25,000 votes, we 
should not lose sight of the circum­ 
stance that 
125,000 
Pennsylvania 
voters cast their ballots for the wo­ 
men, and that In the more decisively 
opposed states more than 200,000 
suffrage votes were cast. 
The e l e c t i o n was encouraging to 
republicans. 
It showed the practical 
elimination of the bull moose party, 
with consequent returns of republi­ 
can strength. 
That 
the defeat 
of 
Governor Walsh, in Massachusetts, 
indicates repudiation 
of 
President 
Wilson is doubtful, since the eastern 
states are strongly in accord with 
his European policy. 
The close re­ 
lation between the slump in the bull 
moose vote and the republican gains 
is 
significant, 
but 
the republican 
gain by the re-welding of the party is 
scarcely less discomfiting to the dem­ 
ocrats than did the changed results 
represent democratic defection. 
Municipal ownershop fared badly 
in the election, indicating that the

Profits Since 1910 
Have 
Been Derived Chiefly 
from Sale for Breed­ 
ing Purposes 


BEES SHOULD BE WELL HOUSED 


W inter Losses Usually Are 
Caused by Exposing 
Insects to the 
W eather 
/ 


WASHINGTON, D. C., NOV. 4.— 
Silver fox farming, the possibilities 
of which have attracted considerable 
attention in recent years because of 
the money milady spends for silver 
fox furs is under present conditions 
a highly speculative and uncertain 
business, according to specialists of 
the United States department of ag­ 
riculture. Since 1910 the profits in 
the business have been derived chief­ 
ly from the sale of live foxes for 
breeding. Recently the demand for 
these foxes has fallen off because 
milady's fancy changed and in con­ 
sequence there has been a sharp de­ 
cline in prices. 
As long as high prices 
for the 
pelts are maintained, black and sil­ 
ver fox farming offers good oppor­ 
tunities for reasonable returns pro­ 
viding that the location of the farm 
and other conditions are favorable. 
The silver fox can be raised wher­ 
ever foxes live in a wild state, but 
the fur will be of a superior quality 
in the eastern and northern states. 
A pair of good 
breeding 
foxes 
have been known to bring several 
thousand dollars each on the market 
but common silvers can be purchas­ 
ed for breeding purposes for from 
$150 to $200 each. The silver fox is 
very nervous. The female is so ner­ 
vous she will often kill her young 
to protect them from imaginary dan­ 
gers. 
Foxes require great care in feed­ 
ing and a varied 
diet; 
which in­ 
cludes meat, fish, mush, milk, bread 
and table scraps. 
From $5 to $15 
a year for each animal must be al­ 
lowed for feeding. Only about half 
of the femals foxes produce young 
in any given year and as the average 
litter is four cubs the annual in­ 
crease on fox farms does not aver­ 
age above I OO per cent. 
Saving Roes In Winter 
No beekeeper, says a new publi­ 
cation of the United States depart­ 
ment of agriculture, ever gave a hee 
colony too much protection in the 
winter. * Insufficient 
protection, is 
the great cause of the winter losses 
which now range from one-tenth to 
one-half of the colonies. 
The 
beekeeper 
should 
aim to 
maintain a temperature about the 
bees of approximately 57 degrees F. 
if the temperature in the hive is per­ 
mitted to fall below this point, the 
bees proceed to generate heat by 
their own muscular activity. This is 
a strain upon their vitality, which, 
of course, increases as the outside 
temperature diminishes. Many of the 
older bees succumb to it and even 
those that survive are in poor con­ 
dition in the spring when the w'ork 
Of brood-rearing should begin. 
In generating this heat the bees 
form a cluster, those on the outside 
crowding together 
to prevent 
the 
escape of the heat that is generated 
within. 
Properly insulated hives will carry 
the bees through the winter in good 
condition. Sawdust, 
chaff, 
broken 
cord, shavings, 
paper, dry leaves, 
etc., have all proved satisfactory.

On 
the tw enty-sixth of January in 1330 
during a tempest, 
again in March 
1539 after a tbrnado; in 1575 when 
an earthquake ruined the city. This 
belief Is strongly 
planted in the 
minds of the people for the reason 
that in the story of the bringing of 
the bones of St. Thomas from the 
Island of Chios to Ortuna on the 
sixth of September, 1258, the Or- 
tonese ship, during the voyage, was 
struck by a tempest which th rea t­ 
ened to sink the boat with its pre­ 
cious relics. The crew began to pray 
and the storm subsided, after the ap­ 
pearance of a vivid light upon the 
top of the masts. 
In this way were the sacred relics 
saved from going to the bottom of 
the Aegean sea. Eventually 
they 
were placed in the cathedral which 
to this day is illuminated with the 
miraculous lighting of the cross in 
times of impending danger. 
By the less credulous the appear­ 
ance of the light is explained on the 
theory of electricity in metals.
